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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

ART REJECTION: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lautzenheiser et 
al(4,412,211). 

- In considering claims 1-26, the claimed subject matter that is met by Lautzenheiser et 
al(Lautzenheiser) includes: 

1) the claimed plural notification appliances having a test status indicator and an alarm 
indicator is met by the sensors(124,126); 

2) the claimed system controller is met by the control unit(120) which controls operation 
of a system so as to apply a test annunciation to the sensors when a test mode is selected(see: 
column 8, lines 3 et seq).
